Person  who,  in  a  given  month,  operates  a  pool  plant  or  any 
plant  from  which  fluid  milk  products  are  disjjosed  of,  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  the  marketing  area. 

Pool  Plant; 

A  plant  is  a  pool  plant  under  specified  conditions  relating  to
